Farmers Continue 
Battle To Change 
Negro Camp’s Color 


H.-E. Spangler of West Palm 
Beach, area labor supervisor for 
the Department of Agriculture, 
met with farmers of the Pahokee- 


Canal Point area in the Pahokee 
city hall Friday night to discuss 
ways and means of getting the Pa- 
hokee Migratory Labor Camp re- 
converted into a white labor camp. 
The FSA originally built the Pa- 
hokee camp for white migrant 
labor but after a year or two of 
cperation it was changed to house 
imported negro farm labor. Since 
that time the housing situation 
for white labor has been critical 
in this area and farmers are anx- 
ious to have it available again for 
white residents. 

Introduced by H. L. Speer, Fed- 
eral Labor Bureau agent for the 
Glades area, Mr. Spangler outlined 
steps that should be taken to get 
the camp reconverted, including 
the enlistment of all possible sup- 
port from congressmen represent- 
ing this area. He said it was his 
opinion that two of the three mig- 
ratory labor camps in the Paho- 
kee-Canal Point area provided suf- 


ficient housing facilities to take 
care of migrant negro labor and 
that either the Pahokee or the 
Canal Point camp should be used 


for white labor. He also promised 
the farmers his assistance in ef- 
forts to get the change approved 
in- Washington. 

Fred Dreyer, farm labor specigl- 
ist of Atlanta, Ga. also spoke 
briefly. Mayor O. B. McClure 
presided at the meeeting.
